The annual report of the financial condition and business 
affairs of the County under the supervision of the County 
~ Commissioners, and the reports required by law of other County 
officers respecting their business, for the year ending April 30, 
1890, are herewith respectfully submitted. 


FINANCE. 


The County debt is $25,000.00, cash in treasury, $3,850.- 
iasenet indebtedness $21,149.87... The rate of interest is 4 
ewmcent. 

The Treasurer’s report, hereinafter submitted, shows the 
total disbursement to have been $40,093.63 against $45,633.50 
last year—a decrease of $5,539.87. The aggregate disburse- 
ment is $3,070.38 more than it would have been, by reason of 
a change in the pauper law requiring a town settlement to be 
wholly gained since January 1, 1880; and $545.20 larger, by 
reason of the erection of a new laundry building at the Alms- 
house. ‘These two items are not ordinary expenses, and taken 
from the total disbursement would show the current County 


expenses to be $36,478.05. 
COUNTY FARM AND ALMSHOUSE. 


The affairs of this institution are very satisfactory. The in- 
come from the products of the farm, and the board of town 
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paupers and private patients hasbeen larger, and the expenses 
somewhat less. The ordinary expenses, not including those 
added to permanent improvements, as for instance the sum 
paid on account of the new laundry, have been $4,906.05, 
against $5,409.77 last year—a decrease of $503.72. 

The total cost, as shown later in this report, for maintaining 
the Almshouse poor has been $4,902.78 and the average cost 
for each inmate $1.45 per week, which is about $.35 per 
week less than the average cost last year as shown by the an- 
nual report, when the errors in the computation, which were 
inadvertently made, are corrected. The new laundry, which 
was authorized by the last County Convention, and an appro- 
priation of $3,000 voted, is in process of construction. The 
building is two stories brick, 30x40 feet. The lower floor 
will be utilized for laundry purposes, water closets and the 
accommodation of two or three patients whose condition is 
such as to make’ it necessary to keep them separate from other 
inmates. The second floor is divided into eight rooms, to be 
occupied by a few insane persons, chronic cases, that have 
been taken from the Asylum. ‘The present insane quarters 
will be converted into hospital apartments. 

Mr. H. D. Pierce and wife have been in charge since May 
1, 1889, assisted by Mr. Oren Hamm, Miss Jennie Pierce and 
Mrs. Olive E. Flanery. They have labored earnestly and de- 
votedly for the welfare and comfort of the unfortunate poor 
committed to their charge, and for the interest of the County. 
Their management has been efficient and highly satisfactory. 
The duties have been unusually arduous and perplexing, by 
reason that a large number of the inmates have been sick and 
critically ill with influenza and other diseases that required 
constant care and nursing day and night, and of which twelve 
died during the year, making the death rate the largest in any 
year since the institution was opened. , The erection of a new 
building, moving and remodeling two old ones, has also 
largely increased the labors and responsibilities of the super- 
intendent and his assistants. 
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OUTSIDE POOR. 


The sum of $16,141.57 has been paid for the support and 
relief of the outside poor, including those supported at the 
New Hampshire Asylum and the State Industrial School, an 
increase of $696.61 over last year. This is due, not to an in- 
crease of pauperism in the County or to more costly methods 
of relief, but to the act requiring town settlements to be whol- 
ly gained since January 1, 1880, which transferred 158 town 
paupers to the County for relief and care, increasing the 
County expenses $3,070.38, and lessening the costs to the 
towns a much larger sum, as it usually costs the towns 
more than it does the County. 

The State Board of Lunacy, upon examination of patients 
in the N. H. Asylum for the Insane, chargeable to this 
County, very kindly, without asking, volunteered to transfer 
six, as suitable subjects for remedial treatment, to be suppor- 
ted without cost to the County until otherwise ordered. In 
this connection, it is but just to say that the Board has 
most heartily commended the humane principles which have 
actuated the County in the past in making the most ample 
provisions for the care and treatment of its insane. 


JAIL AND. HOUSE OF CORRECTION. 


The expenditure for the past year has been large, amount- 
ing to $3,246.01. There has been paid for wood for use of 
the institution and for distribution to the County poor in 
Keene, and included in the above, $418.52. The sum of 
$630.19 has been credited as the value of the wood distrib- 
uted to the County poor, which was largely taken from the 
stock purchased last year, a greater part of which was cut into 
stove wood by convicts. There has been paid to the County 
Treasurer the sum of $258.78, received for the labor of con- 
victs seating chairs. The amount of receipts taken from the 
total disbursement leaves the net cost of supporting the con- 
victs and prisoners $2,357.04. 
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Mr. and Mrs. Chapin have had charge and managed its 
affairs with their usual fidelity. 


APPROPRIATIONS. 


The appropriations recommended by the Commissioners 
for 1890 and 1891 were $35,500 for each year, but the records 
of the clerk of the convention show that only $31,500 was 
voted to be raised and appropriated for 1891, and as no 
appropriation was made to pay notes maturing and interest 
on the debt, it may become necessary to borrow money 
to pay said notes and interest.

Lo the Honorable Board of Commissioners : 

GENTLEMEN,—I herewith submit my annual report as 
physician of the Cheshire County Almshouse. 

Under the management of the new Superintendent and 
Matron Mr. and Mrs. Henry D. Pierce the institution continues 
to receive excellent service and of such a character as meets 
the approval of the inmates, and especially contributes to make 
their condition as near home-like as is possible in an institu- 
tion of this character. To bring about this salutary condition 
requires no little tact and constant care. ; 

The old and debilitated persons and those suffering from 
diseases that have undermined their constitutions, have been 
cared for during the year at a great sacrifice on the part of the 
attendants. The number of inmates has been largely increased 
by the passage of an act interrupting all settlements gained 
prior to Jan. 1, 1880. | 

During the months of February and March, the prevailing 
epidemic of Influenza, attacked a large number of the inmates 
_who suffered to a greater or less degree by the disease. To the 
aged and those of little vitality it proved rapidly fatal. The 
depressing effects of the disease completely prostrated them in 
a few hours to such an extent that they could not be induced 
to take nourishment, and in a few instances succumbed to the 
disease or complications in a few hours or days. No pains 
was spared by the Superintendent and his assistants to make 
the sick as comfortable as their conditions would allow, and in 
justice they should be commended to the citizens of Cheshire 
County for their fidelity in the discharge of the duties that de- 
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) volved upon them during the epidemic that caused the 
ee of seven of the inmates.’ —
